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24. A method comprising: 

configuring a label to directly communicate first information corresponding to at 
least one of a product and a source of the product; 

coupling a computer-readable medium to the labe l the computer readable 
medium containing instructions executable on a computer of a user of the product: and 



The Office Action mailed on July 06, 2000 has been further reviewed. Claims 1-26 are 
in the case. Claims 1-26 stand rejected. In this paper, claims 1-26 are presented for 
examination. For the reasons set forth below, these claims are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 

Applicant has amended the claims to clarify the structures of the invention by reciting 
the presence of executables on the computer readable media. Otherwise, Applicant renews the 
position and explanations provided in Applicant's previous response to the effect that the cited 
references fail to disclose or suggest labels associated with computer readable media directed to 
a purchaser, and lack content thereon that is executable on a computer of a user or purchaser of 
the product. 

In view of the interview of February 26, 2001, Applicant believes that the claims are in 
condition for allowance. 

Any other amendments were made to correct consistency and grammar of the claims.
